John Redpath, born in Scot- 
land in I7&6, came to Canada in 
1816 and was one of the original 
subscribers to the endowment ol 
McGill University. His son, Peter 
Redpath, continued his father's in- 
terest in the University, and cslab- 
llshed the library.

The Canadian Association of 
Medical Students and Internes 
has just completed a conference, 
held on the campus of Western 
University, in London. C.A.M. 
S.I. is an intercollegiate associa 
tion, closely connected with the 
Aledical Undergraduates' Socie- 
ties in the various universities. 

As a result of discussion, the 
needing decided that it would be 
desirable to make a thorough 
survey of students' health facili- 
ties available throughout Can- 
ada. This survey is to cover the 
situation with regard to diagnO' 
sis, treatment, and prevention of 
disease. The result of this sur 
vcy will bo incorporated in the 
next issue of the "Camsi .Tour- 
nai." 

A national interne chairman, 
who will not be connected 
with the Interne board, will bo ap- 
pointed. Also, an Interne commit- 
tee Is to lie set up In each hospital, 
with the various chairmen to make 
arrangements with the respective 
city councils regarding the welfare, 
pay, and education of internes while 
serving in the armed; forces.

In this con- 
nection, the number of Internes al- 
l^ated to each hospital is to be re- 
vised. Plans were also considered 
for setting up a co-operative book 
end Instrument stoile, and hope was 
expressed that to i'educe the costs 
of the.<;e articles by its use,

The War Council 

The organiM^ÎTO^d' activities of the 
War Council were unfortunately delayed 
by the exodus of students to the west. This 
tardiness however has been more than com- 
pensated for by the direct contnbution to 
the war effort made by the work out west. 

For the benefit of those who are not 
familiar with'thc organisation of the Coun- 
cil we shall give a brief outline of its work- 
ings. 

All clubs and societies on the campus 
are divided into what arc known as groups, 
for example the sanskrit, society if there 
were one would fall into tho cultural group 
Other groups include the residence group, 
the social sciences group, the publications 
group, etc., etc. Each club or society elects 
a member to the war council and from the 
groups so formed a member is elected to 
sit on what is known as the Inner Council. 
Certain organizations have ex-ofiicio mem- 
bers on the inner council. Among these are 
the Students Society, the McGill Union, 
the Women's Union, thc'McGill Daily, tho 
Men's Intcrfratcmity Coimeil, the Women's 
Fanhellenic Society, the Athletics Council 
and the M.W.S.A.A. 

The purpose of the council is to co-or- 
dinate all the students' war efforts and give 
them greater meaning by having all such 
activities campus wide. It was largely, it 
may be added, through the help of the War 
Council that McGill's war effort last year 
was rated higher than that of any other 
university in tlie Dominion. 

, It must be understood withal, that a 
chain is no stronger than its weakest link, 
and the success of the Council this- year 
will depend directly on the amount of co- 
operation and unity among all campus 
oltibs and societies. 

The first meeting of the council has 
been called for Monday, and the ïnner 
Council, it is expected, will be elected and 
activities relvlani to the war effort will get 
underway as soon as possible. The harves- 
ters project was the start of what students 
can do if they all put their shoulders to the 
wheel; we can show the publie that we are 
not content to rest on the laurels of har- 
vesting but arc ready and willing to con- 
tinue helping in our own way until such 
time as wc arc able to take our places be- 
side our fellow men and women in the arm- 
ed services. ■ ♦ .

Music Notes 



ARE YOU REALLY LISTENING? 

To the average person, the adjective 'Mod- 
ern,' as applied to any of the arts, Is a synonym 
for 'revolutionary,' in the literal sense of the 
word. Therefore, such art must only be enjoy- 
ed by superior minds,- poseurs, or even morons, 
at tiroe|^^ . ' 

4yiih«i|lt comes to musie, the meaning of 
'Modezin' becomes manifold and is interpreted 
according to the ears, mood, predisposition and 
intellect of the individual. 

Of these factors, the last but one seems to 
play a rather Important part— that is, Judgmg 
from the remarks which can be overheard in 
the concert hall after the performance of a 
modërn work. 

If an inhabitant of some other planet were 
suddenly to land in our midst at the moment 
of such utterances, his reaction would be one 
of fear. Yes. fear of this monstrosity called 
'Modem Music.' because it is full of hideous 
noises and in Its mildest form is a desolate 
waste completely devoid of pretty melodlef 

This precisely describes the mental attitude 
of a large percentage of our listeners. 

It is a- well known fact that fear makes 
people avoid the object of it£ cause and also 
paralyzes the nerve centres of the' brain, when 
confronted with iL This, . tben^ is the real 
reason why so many people condemn the music 
of today. 

Too many listeners wish to let their mind bo 
peacefully undisturbed, itii shrink from any- 
thing which may tend to destroy this blissful 
state while in the concert hail. They teem to 
mistake vacancy tor relaxation and do not 
realize that relaxation of the mind can be 
achieved by a direct and stimulating change 
from ita every-day course. 

The concert hall, then, should not be a place 
in which to fall asleco mentally or bodily, but 
in which to snatch at every opportunity of re- 
newing one's sell 

Therefore, the first utentlal for the appre- 
ciation of modëim'miiiîe is aii open and frlendb 
disposition towards it. 

Our music is, for the greater part, a result 
of the limes in which we are moving. It con- 
tains some great utterances. Need it always be 
said that it is extreme? Could anyone call Sho- 
stakovltch's ^Seventh Symphony' reactionary? 
Thi^ work is a fine example of the modem 
composer's attitude. That is, the composer who 
wishes to roach the mind and heart of his lis- 
teners, and most composers do have that aim. 

The taxture of the above mentioned Sym- 
phony can be called modem: yet it is so' simple 
that a child could listen , to. it;, Let it not be 
assumed that airthc^'tnuslc' beliig written at 
present can be easily understood. There is a 
percentage which cannot and never will be un- 
derstood, simply because it was not meant to 
be. In such cases it may happen that the music 
is -worthless .or. tbat.it is too personallv con- 
ceived by. the composer. There' is always a 
large amount of scrap mixed in with the uue 
metal. Hence it follows that there is a large 
amount of bad music which we must hear 
along with -tho good, and it is especially for 
this reason that the concert-goer must be re- 
ceptive in order to cultivate discrimination. 

Modem music does not require superior in- 
tellect of ita listeners, it only wanU a litUe 
more alertness and a desire to learn its familiar 
turns of expression. 

In this day and age the writer has acquired 
a newer way of expressing himself, and our 
language has added many newly coined words 
to ita vocabulary."^ Do- we likeiUkany^leisi.or 
wish to slop iindersttedihg itîflSt^ii-fiwir be 
so with modem music

that age, academic qualifications, 
and tentative field plans be specifi- 
cally indicated. 

Tb» Post -Doctoral Research 
Training Fellowships are open to 
men and women citizens of the 
United States or Canada, who pos- 
sess the Ph.D. degree or its equi- 
valent in training and experience 
at the time of application, or'' give 
assurance that the Ph.D. will be 
received before February 15, 1943, 
and who, ordinarily, are not over 
35 years of age. 

The primary purpose of these fel- 
lowships is to broaden the research 
training and equipment of promis- 
ing young social scientists, not to 
facilitate the completion of research 
projects or the continuation of In- 
vestigations undertaken as doctoral 
dissertations. 

Awards arc usually for twelve 
months, biit may be made for any 
period not exceeding two years. 

The basic stipend for a' period of 
twelve months is $1,800 for single 
fellows and $2,500 for married fel- 
lows, although supplementary al- 
lowances toward the support of de- 
pendents will be made. 

The closing date for receipt of 
applications. for 1943-44 on blanks 
to be secured from the Fellowship 
Secretary is February 1, 1943. 
Awards will be announced April 
15, 1943. 

When requesting application 
blanks, it is important that age, 
academic. quallAcatlons, and. pro- 
posed program of study be specifi- 
cally indicated. 

Grants-In-Ald of research - are 



available to mature scholars, per 
rnahent residents ot the United 
SlRates or Canada, without refer- 
ence to age, whose capacity for pro 
ductlve research has been effeC' 
Uvely demonstrated by published 
work. They are not open to candl 
dates for a degree and are designed 
to aid in completing rather than in 
Initiating projects. 

Before applying to the Council, 
the applicant should have canvassed 
other poslble sources of support; 
especially the institution to. which 
he is attached. 

The maximum amount granted by 
the Council will ordinarily not ex- 
ceed $1.000. 

The closing date for receipt of 
applications for 1943-44 on formr 
provided by the Grants-In-Ald Sec- 
retary is January 15, 1043. Grants 
will be announced April 1, 1943. 

When requesting application 
blanks, it is important to indicate 
previous research experience, na- 
ture of project, and amount of aid 
required. 

A major purpose of the Social 
Science Research Council Is to as 
sist In the development of an adC' 
quale number of well-trained , re 
search workers in .the field of so 
clal sciences.
